WASHINGTON, Aug. 31 (AP) 
—The civil rights bill now on 
President Eisenhower’s desk 
may turn out to be more ef- 
fective than some of its critics 
would concede previously. 


That appeared today to be 
the sentiment of some Admin- 
istration spokesmen as well as 
some members of Congress. 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell, who will have the 
chief administrative responsibil- 
ity if President Eisenhower 
signs the bill as expected, said 
after a White House visit yes- 
terday the measure would go 
a long way toward safeguarding 
voting rights. 
Brownell’s statement indi- 
cated acceptance of the measure 
by Mr. Eisenhower, With a pos- 
sible call for action by Congress 
in the next session to broaden 
its terms to. include enforce- 
ment of other civil rights. 

In announcing yesterday he 
will not be a candidate for the 
G.O.P. nomination for Gover- 
nor of New York, Brownell in- 
dicated he expects to be around 
to enforce the bill, if it is 
signed.

Senator Richard Russell 
(Dem.), Georgia, who headed

Zeckendorf, president of 
Webb & Knapp, Ltd., subsidiary 
of his New York firm, and Don- 
ald Gordon, president of the 
railroad, said a lease covering 
their joint agreement will be 
signed within 90 days, and that 
work will start at an early date. 
Under the contract, construc- 
tion of the project must be 
substantially completed within 
five years. 

. Estimate Over $75,000,000. 

Unofficial estimates of the 
cost of the over-all project 
ranged from. $75,000,000 to 
$125,000,000. Zeckendorf pres- 
ently is seeking the contract to 
redevelop St. Louis’s ‘Mill Creek 
Valley slum area and to rebuild 
that city’s downtown Plaza area. 

Zeckendorf said the unique 
cruciform skyscraper. planned 
here will have 1,500,000 square 
feet of air-conditioned space. 
Canada’s present tallest struc- 
ture is the 34-story Canadian 
Bank of Commerce building in 
476 feet above the 
street level. 

The new hotel, fhe Queen 
Elizabeth, with 1200 rooms, is 
scheduled to open next year. 

Other facilities contemplated 
for the plaza are a 20-story of- 
fice building, a five-story Ca- 
nadian National Railways office 
building, a three-story transpor- 
tation center with a helicopter 
landing terminal on the roof, 
and a two-way moving sideway 
running the length of the term- 
inal area.

“The railroad cars will be a 
challenge to teachers and stu- 
dents alike,” Marple Agee, su- 
perintendent of Desloge School 
District No. 29, said, “But from 
an educational standpoint we'll 
do very well,” he added firmly. 

Agee said the railroad coaches 
will be used for classes in Eng- 
lish, speech, Spanish and com- 
mercial subjects, in addition to 
industrial arts. The cars and 
the other temporary classrooms 
will be used by about 410 pupils 
in grades 7 through 12. 

These are the youngsters.who 
would have been attending high 
school here and elementary 
school in adjoining Cantwell 
if a tornado had not taken just 
six minutes to destroy both 
buildings last May 21. The 
school day had been completed 
and the children were gone be- 
fore the storm struck. It re- 
sulted in destruction or dam- 
age to nearly 300 buildings 
here and in Cantwell and death 
for seven persons. 


Extra Rooms Made. 


The school district was left 
with only one building, an ele- 
mentary school here. Class- 
rooms have been fashioned out 
of art and music rooms, stair- 
wells and the cafeteria in order 
to take in 140 pupils from the 
Cantwell school. Total enroll- 
ment here from kindergarten 
through the sixth grade is ex- 
pected to be about 540. 

While plans are being pre- 
pared by St. Louis architect 
Charles W. Lorenz for new 
buildings to be ready for use 
next fall, Superintendent Agee 
is determined to have a normal 
educational program despite 
abnormal classrooms. He dis- 
missed a suggestion that pupils 
and teachers might be bothered 
by trains passing just a few 
feet from the coaches being 
used as classrooms. 

“There won't be enough rail 
traffic to be a distraction,” he 
said as he stood on the siding.

The original route proposed 
for the Inner Belt Expressway | 
in St. Louis county is “the 
only plan that can assure the 
success” of a proposed slum 
clearance program in Kinloch, 
Edward T. Wright, executive 
director of the Kinloch Land 
Clearance for Redevelopment 
Authority, said today. 

In a letter to County Super- 
visor Luman F. Matthews, 
Wright warned that any change 
in location of the projected 
north-south freeway might cost 
the authority as much as $80,- 
000 in expected federal funds 
and cfeate a new expense of 
nearly $100,000 for the agency, 
co g a “serious blow” to 
the financing of the program. 

A route that would deviate 
drastically from the original lo- 
cation proposed for the Inner 
Belt in 1955 was outlined re- 
cently in an engineering study 
but was rejected by the County 
Council. A further study of 
the original route and possible 
alternates is being made now. 

Wright pointed out that under 
the original plan, the Inner Belt 
weuld traverse the southern 
part of Kinloch for a distance 
of about five blocks. As a result 
of a credit allowed for improve- 
ments resulting from the pro- 
posed expressway, he said, the 
Kinloch agency expected to re- 
ceive $80,000 in Federal funds 
toward the cost of its slum 
clearance project. 

The authority also would face 
the prospect of an additional 
cost of $100,000 to acquire and 
clear land if the expressway 
route is changed. The original 
route would result in clearing a 
portion of the Kinloch urban 
renewal area at no cost to the 
city.
